It had been expected that the 80 depu- 
ties which the superintendent of elections 
fe authorized to appoint would be rein- 
forced today by about 200 men, including a 
large number of secret service agents, 
Whose whole attention would be directed 
toward the holders of alleged illega] nat- 
Uralization papers.

Bump the Police 
On East Side. 


The first real trouble was reported from 
turbulent Fifth assembly district in lowe? 
¢ Wast Side. A gang of 5 or 75 men, ap- 
parently acting upon a prearranged plan 
surrounded the polling place and began to 
make it unpleasant for the policemen on 
guard there. 

They rushed the booth and jostled the 
officer who stood at the door. Other police- 
men came to the assistance of the assault- 
ed officer and the mod finally was dis- 
persed. In the melee one of the policemen 
and one of the assallants was injured. 
Similar disturbances in which the police 
had to drive off other gangs occurred in 
other poljing places in the district. 

In the district in the lower part of the 
city the early morning balloting was very 
heavy. Nearly one-third of the normal 
vote had been cast during the first two 
hours and the leaders predicted a record 
vote before the polls closed at 6 o'clock. 
Farther up town the early hours passed 
quietly, but the voters began to turn out 
in good volume during the forenoon 
Magistrates were sitting in all sections 
of the city to give an immediate hearing 
to men arrested on charges of illegal vot- 
ing and the prisoners were arraigned as 
soon as they reached the station house. 
Many of them were successful in prov- 
ing their right to cast their ballot and were 
promptly released. At the West Forty- 
seventh street station 14 arrests in election 
cases were made before 8 o'clock, but the 
deputies were not able to present sufficient 
evidence to hold any of them and the 
prisoners were discharged. 


Colored Inspectors 
Were Too Slow. 


The board of elections was informed dur- 
ing the forenoon that in one of the elec- 


tion districts of the Nineteenth assembly 
district, where more than 700 negroes are 
registered, the ballots were being handled 
so slowly that unless more speed was 
shown many would not have a chance to 
cast their ballots. Word was at once sent 
to the eight inspectors in the district, all 
of whom were colored men, unless matters 
were expedited they would be removed: 
Reports of clashes between would-be vot- 
ors the police and election officers came 
from many election districts, but up to 
noon no trouble of particularly serious na- 
ture ‘had occurred. As the day progressed 
arrests for alleved illezal voting became 
more frequent than during the early hours, 
and at some of the station houses warrants 
came in faster than they could be served. 
A very heavy vote was reported in Kings 
County (Brooklyn), and it wae estimated 
that & per cent of the total vote had been 
cast at 10:30 a. m. Up to that hour about 
100 arrests had been made for alleged il- 
legal registration. Four of these arrested 
were federal employes in the treasury de- 
partment at Washington. They were tak- 
en to court, but were later discharged after 
making satisfactory explanations and were 


permitted to vote.

JAPAN AS A 


When Japan entered Formosa she found 
the coast at the mercy of pirates. The 
interior was ruled partly by the savage 
aborigines, partiy by organized bands of 
outlaws and robbers, who plundered ships 
wrecked on the coast and murdered the 
crews who approached the island. While 
Formosa wes in the possession of China, 
troubje with the United States and other 
countries wes frequently caused by these 
murderous attacks on the crews of foreign 
ships. China was probably giad to get rid 
of the unruly island. 


Owing to the lawless state of Formosa. it 
was not possible for Japan to organize at 
once a peaceful administration of the is- 
land, for peaceful adminstration had never 
been known In Formosa. In fact, the island 
had to be conquered inch by inch, and the 
savages had to be tamed before the coun- 
try could be organized. The conquest of 
the island took a year; and on the 2ilst of 
March, 1886, it was placed under civi] ad- 
ministration. : . 


While the Japanese government has in 
no way tried to hurt the susceptibilities of 
the natives by meddling with their rel!- 
gion and thelr customs, it has given them 
tangible proof of the benefit of Japanese 
rule by improving in every respect the con- 
ditions of the people. In the first place, the 
law-abiding tollers are no longer terrorized

country has become much healthier In con- 
sequence. In Taihoku itself, waterworks of 
considerable magnitude have been erected, 
and in several of the towns sewers and 
canals which hitherto were unknown to the 
inhabitants have been built. Further to 
improve the health and bodily well-being of 
the people, hospitals have been established. 


Education being the basis and starting 
point of all progress, Japan has introduced 
her splendid educational system in For- 
mosa. There are schools for the Japanese 
with 60 teachers and 2000 pupils, and there 
are 180 elementary schools for the natives 
with a teaching staff of 521 teachers. who 
are educating 18,149 children, and trans- 
forming them into civilized beings. How- 
ever, Japan is not satisfied with providing 
elementary education for the natives, for it 
is her ambition to give to Formosa the best 
she has to give. Consequently Japan has 
established for the use of the natives a 
medical school, a Japanese language schoo! 
and a school for training school teachers, 

I’nderstanding the fundamental] require- 
ments of Formosa, the Japanese started 
methodically upon roadmaking in many 
parts of the island. and according to a re- 
cent report of the United States consul 
more than 1000 miles of road have already 
been bullt. 

At the same time, the Japanese govern- 
ment mapped out a comprehensive scheme 
of railways. on which it proposes to spend 
°2. 800,000 yen, oF almost £3,000,.000, an

NO CASE SHOWN 
BY GOVERNMENT. 
AGAINST PRIEST 


Rev. Father T. J. Aylward Will 
Be Discharged Unless Federal 
Officials Bring Speedy Proof. of 
Naturalization Fraud Charges. 


United States Commissioner James R. 
Gray, before whom the case of the Rev. 
Father Thomas J. Aylward ts set for a 
hearing Wednesday morning,, said in the 
hearing of several persons Monday after- 
noon that he would discharge the aocused 
priest if the government does not produce 
more evidence against him that it now ap 
pears to have. 

Father Aylwerd, whose arrest by United 
States deputy marshals Monday afternoon 
caused a sensation in political circles, is 
charged with having registered more than 
a month ago on  ~n7naturalization papers 
fraudulently procured. 

Father Aylward's naturalization papers, 
by which he seys he will establish his 
innocence, were not found in his first 
search for them. The Federal officials ad- 


name from the naturalization records of 
the St. Louls Court of Appeals, which oc- 
casioned the issuance of a warrant, may 
be due to a clerical error in that. court. 
Bert D. Nortonl, assistant United States 
district attorney, takes this view of the 
case. 

Father Aylward is aseistant pastor of 
St. Patrick's Catholic church, Sixth and 
Biddle streets, of which the Rev. Fr. Tim- 
othy J. Dempsey is pastor. His arrest Mon- 
day afternoon, on the eve of probably the 
most infportant election St. Louis has ever 
known, a startling climax to the local 
campaign. 

tle was arrested on a warrant issued wy 
Commissioner Gray at the instance of 
Horace L. Dyer, assistant United States 
district attorney, and son of District At- 
torney D. P. Dyer. At the same time war- 
rants of a similar nature were issued 
against several others. Among them were 
Mark Lavin, a policeman, of 6169 Suburban 
avenue, Israel Finkman of1116 North Htghth 
streat and Joseph Gustin of 612 South Third 
street. 

The names of the mem for whom warrants 
were issued were not made public at once, 
but the warrants were placed in the hands 
of deputy United States marshals and their 
identity became known when they were 
tuken prisoners, to the Federal Duliding. 

Lavin, Gustin and Finkman were fre 
leased later in the afternoon on bonds of 
$500 each, after their alleged fraudulent 
realization papers had been confiscated by 
the government. ; 

Father Aylward was released without be- 
ing required to give bond, although Festus 
J. Wade appeared ready to furnish bond 
in any amount. He reported to Commis- 
sioner Gray, after a hurried search of the 
parochial residence, that he was unable to 
find his naturalization papers. 

Mr. Dyer, at whose instance the warrant 
against Father Aylward was issued, says 
he did not know until after the arrest that 
Tnomas J. Aylward was a Catholic priest. 

The arrest of Father Aylward aypears 
to have been an unexpected development of 
a ecarefully-planned feature of the local 
Republican campaign. With knowledge of 
the fact that a number of fraudulent nat- 
uralization papers had been issued ifn 1900 
with the name of Clerk John H. Murphy 
forged thereto, the Republican managers 
decided to cause the arrest of any per- 
sons whom they found to have registered 
for to-day’s election on these papers. Last 
week four men were arrested by the F 
eral authorities on this charge. 

But-—the Republican managers decided 
that it would be effective to cause the ar- 
rest of a large number of others just be- 
fore election day: Last Saturday two men 
who said they were employed by the Re- 
publican state committee, visited the elec- 
tion commissioners’ office and copied,
